There  have  been  no  deaths  upon  the  farm  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  amount  of  sickness  has  been  very  limited,  considering  the  ages  of 
the  inmates. 

It  appears  as  though  the  Wells  family  will  not  remain  upon  the 
farm  much  longer,  for  with  returning  health  and  strength  the  young- 
er man  will,  we  trust,  soon  be  in  position  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
the  family,  as  has  been  his  worthy  performance  in  years  gone  by. 

The  discipline  and  general  appearance  shown  at  the  farm  are 
favorable.  No  punishments  worthy  of  mention  have  to  be  inflicted 
and  the  word  of  the  superintendent  is  accepted  as  law  among  the 
unfortunate  ones. 

As  shown  in  the  farm  statement,  the  balance  against  the  farm  has 
increased  a  little  more  than  a  hundred  dollars  over  the  year  1900. 
This  we  regret,  of  course,  and  are  obliged  to  refer  to  a  very  disagree- 
able chapter  in  the  year's  operations  in  order  to  explain  why  there 
has  been  so  much  of  an  increase.  After  the  completion  of  his  first 
year's  engagement,  and  after  a  very  satisfactory  performance  upon 
his  part  during  that  period,  Mr.  I.  F.  Andrews  was  engaged  for  an- 
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other  year.  After  the  lapse  of  a  few  weeks  he  reported  that  he  had 
purchased  a  farm  in  another  town,  and  from  that  time  forward  he 
exhibited  a  continually  increasing  lack  of  interest  in  the  farm  affairs, 
until  about  the  middle  of  October,  when  he  quit  the  town's  employ 
and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Guy  L.  Curtis;  and  he  and  his  wife  are 
now  under  engagement  until  April  1st  of  the  present  year.  The  indi- 
cations are  now  very  favorable  for  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
management  of  the  farm  matters.

In  the  matter  of  the  bill  held  against  the  town  of  Woodstock,  a 
discount  was  made  and  a  settlement  effected;  it  having  come  to  our 
knowledge  that  certain  testimony  which  our  town  would  need  could 
not  be  depended  upon  in  case  of  a  lawsuit. 

There  was  quite  an  expense  incurred  in  the  R.  F.  Merrill  divorce 
case;  the  opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  bill  having  been  made 
for  the  reason  that  if  the  divorce  was  granted  Mrs.  Merrill  was  liable 
and  likely  to  become  a  permanent  pauper  upon  our  town.  She  lived 
at  the  town  farm  for  a  few  weeks  after  the  court  decision  but  is  not 
in  town  at  the  present  time. 

A  contract  was  made  with  Dr.  Annette  Bennett  to  act  as  town 
physician  and  no  complaint  has  been  made  that  her  service  has  been 
less  faithful  than  had  been  the  case  in  former  years. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Wentzel  met  with  the  accident,  when  he  had  his 
hand  blown  to  pieces,  he  called  Dr.  B.  F.  Bradbury,  and  considering 
the  urgency  and  dangers  of  the  case,  we  allowed  the  same  doctor  to 
treat  Mr.  W.,  which  he  did  and  very  successfully,  for  he  has  a  very 
good  hand  now  and  is  performing  hard  labor. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  demands  remaining  unsettled 
between  other  towns  and  our  own  with  the  exception  of  one  dollar 
due  from  the  town  of  Upton. 

The  expenditures  for  aid  to  poor  away  from  the  farm  have  been 
less  than  what  they'  were  in  year  1900,  and  they  were  very  light 
indeed  then. 

The  feeble  condition  of  the  male  inmates  at  the  farm  renders  it 
necessary  to  hire  so  much  manual  labor  necessary  upon  so  large  a 
farm,  that  it  seems  hard  to  bring  the  farm  to  a  self-supporting  basis 
or  anything  approaching  such  a  condition.  .They  all  have  to  eat 
while  few  of  them  "spin,"

There  has  been  but  one  claim  for  highway  damage  settled  during 
the  year,  and  the  party  who  caused  the  town  to  be  liable  for  the 
same  manfully  stepped  in  and  shielded  the  town  from  loss  by  paying 
the  amount  of  the  claim,  viz.  $10.00. 
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The  new  road  known  as  the  Albert  Richardson  road  was  built  last 

fall,  and  we  feel  that  the  job  was  well  done  by  Mr.   Wood.  As 

shown  in  statement,  the  land  damages  and  construction  used  the 
amount  appropriated  exactly. 

In  explaining  why  the  highway  account  was  so  much  overdrawn, 
we  would  say  that  about  one-half  this  amount  was  expended  on  ac- 
count of  the  washout  caused  by  the  breaking  away  of  William  O. 
Perry's  dam  at  the  foot  of  Sand  Pond,  which  destroyed  two  bridges 
on  the  outlet  stream,  which  we  were  forced  to  replace.  Aside  from 
this  cause  there  were  so  many  necessary  calls  for  repairs  that  it 
proved  that  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  ordinary  road  use,  aside  from 
the  $1,000  set  apart  and  expended  upon  the  Lake  road,  is  rather  a 
small  allowance.  Therefore  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  town  raise  the  same  amount  as  was  raised  in  March  1901,  viz. 
$3,000  00  for  highway  repairs,  with  an  arrangement  that  $500  of  the 
amount  should  be  used  to  further  improve  the  lake-side  road.  Nine 
expensive  culverts  were  made  on  this  road  during  the  past  year  and 
there  is  no  apparent  need  for  half  as  many  to  be  constructed  next 
year. 

We  regret  to  have  to  state  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Perry,  by 
his  careless  performance  in  holding  too  high  a  head  of  water  at  the 
pond  by  a  weak  dam,  rendered  himself  liable  for  such  damages  as 
might  be  suffered  by  the  town  and  property  owners  below  his  loca- 
tion on  the  stream.  We  further  regret  to  be  obliged  to  acquaint  the 
tax  payers  of  the  town  with  the  fact  that,  although  approached  more 
than  once,  Mr.  Perry  refuses  to  even  talk  the  matter  over  with  our 
board,  and  here  the  matter  rests.

As  will  be  perceived,  the  several  funds  placed  with  the  town  have 
been  assumed  and  placed  in  the  debt  column  for  the  first  time.  We 
think  this  step  is  right,  in  order  that  the  funds,  conditions  and  earn- 
ings may  be  kept  in  sight  under  all  circumstances. 

Since  the  death  of  Mr.  Oliver  Shackley,  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  the  constable,  W.  W.  Twombly,  to  look  out  for  the  lock- 
up during  the  winter  months  for  $5  per  month. 

In  the  early  summer  a  petition  was  handed  in  for  the  employment 
of  a  watchman  through  the  summer  and  fall  months  to  Nov.  1.   It  was 
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very  generally  signed  by  parties  most  interested,  and  as  there  was 
quite  an  epidemic  of  burglaries  and  kindred  crimes  prevalent  at  that 
time,  we  decided  to  put  on  a  night  watchman;  employing  as  the  first 
man,  Horace  Sanborn,  who  was  succeded  by  R.  C.  Gammon.  These 
parties  gave  perfect  satisfaction  and  whether  it  was  due  to  their  vig- 
lance  or  not,  the  town  enjoyed  a  season  of  almost  complete  immu- 
nity from  crimes  of  a  serious  nature.  Whether  or  not  a  night  watch- 
man should  be  permanently  employed  should  be  decided  in  town 
meeting. 

As  is  shown  elsewhere,  two  drinking  fountains  for  animals  have 
been  purchased  and  set  up.  A  contract  has  been  made  with  the 
Norway  Water  Company  to  furnish  water  for  fifty  dollars  for  each 
fountain  per  year.  The  makers  were  communicated  with  as  to  the 
liability  of  freezing.  They  said  they  had  heard  no  complaint  of  the 
kind  and  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  no  protection  would  be  neces- 
sary in  the  winter.  Notwithstanding  this  assurance  we  are  sorry  to 
say  that  in  extremely  cold  weather  the  escape  pipes  make  more  or 
less  trouble  by  freezing.  Possibly  some  means  can  be  adopted  to  in- 
sure better  performance  next  winter.  Otherwise,  the  fountains  give 
good  service. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  service  of  the  town  treasurer,  collector 
and  town  agent  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  board  of  select- 
men and  they  are  hereby  assured  that  their  efforts  are  appreciated. 

An  expense  bill  for  the  year  1900  was  handed  in  by  Harry  Rust 
Post  showing  the  items  of  Memorial  Day  expenditures,  which  were 
paid  from  the  contingent  fund. 

The  town  has  again  been  highly  favored  in  the  matter  of  highway 
accidents,  and  has  not  suffered  to  the  extent  of  a  single  dollar  be- 
cause of  the  negligence  of  anyone  having  responsibility  for  the  care 
of  the  roads. 

The  expense  of  the  town's  poor  away  from  farm  has  been  very 
light  indeed.  There  is  no  one  in  the  insane  hospital  at  the  present 
time  from  this  town.  So  far  as  the  burden  of  poor  expense  goes  our 
town  seems  to  be  very  well  favored  indeed.  With  the  steady  increase 
in  the  contingent  fund  it  seems  that  the  appropriations  may  be  pared 
a  little  in  the  interest  of  lessened  tax  burdens.  Our  indebtedness  is 
now  far  from  burdensome,  and  with  this  necessity  removed,  we  can, 
if  we  will,  lower  the  tax  rate  a  little. 

Hoping  that  the  efforts  made  to  give  the  town  a  fair  considerate 
administration  will  not  entirely  fail  to  be  appreciated,  we  hereby 
respectfully  submit  a  report  of  our  doings.

REPORT  OF 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Norway: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
our  annual  report  for  the  year  1901. 

We  have  had  one  case  of  typhoid  fever. 

We  have  had  five  cases  of  measles.  Two  cases  of  diphtheria,  in 
two  houses. 

Immediate  action  has  been  taken,  the  cases  investigated  and 
prompt  measures  have  been  taken  to  stamp  out  the  outbreak. 

The  Board  of  Health  extend  their  thanks  to  the  physician  who  so 
ably  managed  the  cases  of  diphtheria. 

There  have  been  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported.    One  death. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  call  the  attention  of  householders  in 
regard  to  reporting  cases  of  tuberculosis.  There  has  been  lack  of 
certain  ones  to  report  cases  at  their  houses.  Ignorance  of  the  law  in 
reporting  cases  of  tuberculosis  will  be  no  excuse  for  them  here- 
after. 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  nuisance  have  been  reported  for  the  past 
year. 

If  householders  would  be  more  particular  in  looking  after  their 
sink  drains,  there  would  not  be  so  many  cases  of  nuisance  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health. 

It  is  nothing  but  gross  heedlessness  on  the  part  of  some  house- 
holders to  let  their  sink  drains  become  so  filthy  as  to  be  a  nuisance 
to  their  neighbors.

The  over  crowded  condition  of  the  village  schools  reached  an  un- 
bearable state,  the  past  fall,  and  it  was  decided  to  change  the  village 
primary  schools.  For  many  years  the  children  attending  village 
schools  for  the  fiist  three  years  of  their  school  life  had  been  placed 
in  three  schools  of  the  same  grade,  the  upper,  lower  and  middle 
primaries.

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When  there  were  not  more  than  30  pupils  in  a  school,  a  primary 
teacher  could  handle  them  with  a  fair  measure  of  success  even  if 
they  were  in  three  distinct  classes.  And  under  our  former  arrange- 
ment there  were  four  classes  in  each  primary  school  after  the  mid- 
dle of  the  year,  for  new  scholars  just  past  five  years  old  come  in  by 
that  time  each  year.  Our  primaries  registered  54,  47  and  39,  last 
spring  term,  and  particularly  in  the  middle  primary  the  number 
was  far  too  large  for  the  room,  which  is  provided  with  seats  for  48. 
The  sniplus  pupils  were  seated  in  chairs  around  the  room,  a  condi- 
tion that  is  bearable  for  older  people,  but  hard  on  little  tots,  with  no 
desks  or  conveniences. 

It  was  decided  to  place  the  first  two  grades  in  the  upper  and  lower 
primaries,  and  the  third  grade  by  itself  in  the  middle  primary  room. 

The  village  was  divided  on  the  line  of  Marston  street  aed  the 
scholars  easterly  of  that  street  attended  the  lower  primary;  those 
westerly  of  that  street  the  upper  primary.  The  third  grade  assem- 
bled in  the  middle  primary  room  to  the  number  of  40,  under  Miss 
Hattie  E.  Cragin,  and  have  done  far  better  work  this  year  than  they 
possibly  could  have  done  in  three  separate  divisions  along  with  two 
other  classes. 

There  were  46  scholars  registered  at  the  upper  primary  last  fall 
after  the  new  division  and  36  at  the  lower;  while  six  or  eight  did 
not  attend  school.  We  must  provide  room  and  seats  for  about  90  first 
and  second  grade  children.  We  now  have  two  rooms  and  we  need 
three.  Under  the  present  arrangement  there  are  too  many  scholars 
still  in  each  primary,  and  some  few  of  school  age  are  not  attending 
school.  We  are  decided  that  there  should  be  one  more  primary 
room  next  year  in  the  village. 

But  the  crowding  of  the  second  grammar  school  is  as  bad  as  it  was 
in  primaries.  This  room  is  large  enough  to  seat  42  pupils,  and  for 
a  year  or  so  has  beeu  accommodating  from  48  to  54.  The  room  is  so 
filled  that  classes  canuot  be  called  out  to  recite,  and  the  floor  about 
the  teacher's  desk  is  filled  with  desks  for  scholars,  and  last  fall  eight 
of  the  pupils  were  seated  in  the  other  grammar  room  during  all  but 
recitation  periods,  being  thus  deprived  of  help  from  their  teacher 
and  class  work  except  in  the  mere  reciting  of  lessons.  This  state  i)f 
affairs  has  existed  too  long  and  should  be  remedied  by  dividing  this 
school,  giving  to  each  grade  a  teacher,  as  is  the  case  now  from  the 
third  to  the  seventh  grades  inclusive. 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  allow  children  from  the  rural  districts 
to  attend  the  village  grammar  school  during  all  or  a  part  of  their  last 
year,  but  this  had  to  be  changed  last  fall,  and  scholars  who  wished 
to  enter  this  room  from  the  country  districts  were  sent  home.  The 
solution  we  propose  is  a  two-room  building  for  lowest  grade  pupils, 
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and  the  use  of  the  room  made  vacant  in  the  high  school  building  by 
ninth  grade  grammar  pupils. 

An  addition  can  be  built  on  to  the  present  high  school  building, 
or  a  separate  building  constructed,  either  on  the  back  of  the  present 
lot,  or  upon  a  new  lot  to  be  purchased  for  the  purpose. 

The  introduction  of  music  the  past  year  was  to  fill  a  long  felt 
want.  In  the  spring  term  music  was  taken  up  in  the  village  schools 
and  proved  so  acceptable  that  it  was  determined  to  make  a  trial  in 
the  rural  schools. 

Mr.  Monroe  has  given  a  lesson  in  each  village  school  every  week 
of  the  year,  and  from  two  to  four  times  a  month  in  the  rural  schools 
during  the  fall  and  winter  terms,  at  a  cost  to  the  town  of  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  dollars,  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  spring  terra 
and  -one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  terra  since  he  began  work  in  all 
the  schools.  For  the  past  two  terras  the  instructor  has  given  one 
day  each  week  to  the  four  hundred  village  pupils,  and  two 
days  each  week  to  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  rural  scholars.  We 
urge  the  continuance  of  instruction  in  music. 

This  fall  we  placed  modern  seats  in  the  upper  primary,  and  hope 
to  do  the  same  at  the  lower  primary  and  Lake  houses.  We  feel  that 
it  is  time  that  all  Norway  school  children  should  have  comfortable 
seats,  such  as  physicians  recommend. 

It  seems  too  bad  to  see  the  little  ones  perched  up  on  rough,  hard 
benches,  often  too  high  for  their  toes  to  touch  the  floor.  Two  of  the 
rural  schoolhouses  have  modern  desks  now,  and  they  should  be 
furnished  to  all  the  schools  gradually,  beginning  with  those  having 
most  pupils.  To  make  necessary  repairs,  maintain  schools  of  30 
weeks  in  all  grades,  and  34  weeks  in  grammar  and  high  schools,  and 
to  furnish  needed  supplies— for  even  today  we  have  schools  without 
even  a  map  hanging  on  the  walls,  except  perhaps  a  railroad  chart  of 
the  United  States — we  recommend  that  the  following  sums  be  raised 
at  the  town  meeting:

REPORT  OF 


Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Norway  : 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this  my  third  annual  report  of  the 
condition  of  Norway  Schools. 

It  affords  me  some  satisfaction  to  state  at  the  outset  that  the  work 
of  our  schools,  upon  the  whole,  has  been  of  a  higher  grade  for  the 
past  year  than  any  similar  period  since  my  connection  with  them. 
No  little  of  this  improvement  has  been  gained  by  the  change  in 
Arithmetic — text  and  method — that  has  been  made  throughout  all 
schools  of  the  town.  A  year  or  two  more  is  required  before  we  shall 
be  able  to  note  complete  results,  and  as  our  teachers  become  more 
thoroughly  wonted  to  the  new  idea  in  teaching  this  branch  in  our 
common  schools,  its  benefits  will  be  more  and  more  enhanced.  Text 
books  are  to  day  uniform,  and,  except  as  we  gradually  introduce 
improved  books,  each  pupil  in  town,  wherever  housed,  will  be  study- 
ing the  same  authors  as  every  other  boy  or  girl  of  the  same  grade. 

A  fixed  course  of  study  will  be  of  great  advantage,  and  it  should 
be  the  aim  of  the  school  committee  to  prepare  and  publish  such, 
during  the  ensuing  year.  Our  present  course  is  based  on  the  course 
of  study  for  Elementary  Schools  prepared  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent a  few  years  ago.    But  this,  printed  for  the  entire  State  is 
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not  specific  enough  for  the  Deeds  of  the  average  rural  teacher,  who 
is  left  so  much  to  her  own  sweet  will  in  advising  the  boys  and  girls 
what  to  take  next. 

At  the  examination  for  teachers,  last  April,  thirteen  presented 
themselves  for  examination,  and  of  those  who  passed  a  creditable 
test  and  desired  schools,  all  have  been  employed.  There  has  been 
some  complaint  that  Norway  teachers  have  not  been  employed  in 
preference  to  others.  The  school  committee,  this  year,  as  for  the 
two  preceding. years,  hired  all  teachers,  leaving  to  the  Superintend- 
ent the  selection  of  teachers,  only  when  an  accidental  vacancy  de- 
manded immediate  supply.  Even  in  such  cases  no  teacher  was  hired 
except  by  direction  of  a  majority  of  the  committee.  All  Norway 
teachers  who  had  received  certificates  of  fitness  and  who  applied  for 
schools  have  been  engaged,  and  very  few  changes  have  been  render- 
ed necessary  during  the  year,  so  that  for  the  last  term  reported,  out 
of  a 'force  of  twenty  teachers  employed  in  the  common  schools  of  the 
town,  fifteen  are  residents  of  Norway,  one  more  is  a  graduate  of  our 
high  school,  one  a  substitute  for  Miss  Bessie  13.  Towne,  and  the  re- 
maining three  are  teachers  of  Normal  training,  who  are  doing  the 
best  of  work  for  our  future  citizens.  Hostility  to  the  school  com- 
mittee on  the  ground  that  others  are  preferred  to  any  of  our  own 
girls  who  are  qualified  is  therefore  groundless.  Fitness  for  the  place 
is  the  only  requisite. 

The  work  done  by  our  children  in  music  under  the  instruction  of 
Mr.  G.  Frank  Monroe  has  been  very  pleasing  to  me,  and  parents  who 
have  visited  the  schools  add  their  sanction  to  the  unanswerable 
arguments  in  favor  of  instruction  in  music.  The  fund  set  apart  for 
this  instruction  is  exhausted  and  I  trust  an  appropriation  will  be 
made  to  continue  music  in  our  schools. 

The  one  great  need  of  the  day  for  Norway  schools  is  more  room 
and  more  teachers.  As  explained  by  the  Committee,  what  we  need 
is  a  two-room  building,  and  I  have  confidence  that  the  need  will  be 
met  at  the  next  March  meeting. 

Your  Superintendent  has  made  189  visits  to  schools,  during  the 
three  terms  reported,  besides  numerous  sliort  calls  not  to  be  dignified 
by  the  name  of  visits.  If  it  were  possible  without  injustice  to  any,  I 
would  recommend  a  further  consolidation  of  our  small  rural  schools. 
The  gaiu  to  pupils  is  great  aud  the  interest  of  all  concerned  is  in- 
creased where  not  less  than  five  scholars  recite  in  class  together. 
The  evil  of  absence  from  school  for  no  cause,  or  the  slightest,  and 
habitual  tardiness  still  retards  the  advancement  of  the  children  of 
many  families. 
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Again  thanking  citizens  and  teachers  for  their  intelligent  interest 
and  aid,  I  close  with  the  appended

Public  Library  Report 


To  the  Municipal  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Norway: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Norway  Public  Library  for  the  past  year. 

The  board  has  consisted  of  the  following  members:  Selectmen — 
Darius  S.  Sanborn,  Harry  M.  Jackson  and  Alvin  Brown;  School 
Committee — William  F.  Jones,  Geo.  E.  Tubbs  and  Stephen  B.  Cum- 
mings;  Trustees — Merton  L.  Kimball,  Bial  F.  Bradbury,  Eugene  F. 
Smith,  Horace  S.  Perry,  Horace  G.  Dinsmore  and  Bates  S.  Rideout. 

The  board  organized  March  30,  1901,  with  the  following  officers: 
Horace  S.  Perry,  President;  Bates  S.  Rideout,  Vice  President; 
Eugene  F.  Smith,  Treasurer;  and  William  F.  Jones,  Secretary. 
Messrs.  Smith,  Jones  and  Sanborn  were  appointed  an  Executive 
Committee,  and  Messrs.  Kimball,  Rideout  and  Cummings,  a  Pur- 
chasing Committee. 

The  management  have  retained  as  librarian,  Miss  Annie  E.  Mona- 
han,  who  is  much  liked  by  the  reading  public,  and  is  always  oblig- 
ing and  helpful. 

Two  lists  of  books,  one  lot  estimated  to  cost  from  $125.00  to  $135.00, 
the  other,  $85.00,  have  been  purchased  and  put  upon  the  shelves. 
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There  are  600  library  cards  in  circulation,  and  the  library  was 
never  better  patronized  than  at  the  present  writing. 

We  believe  the  library  is  appreciated  and  fills  an  important  place 
in  the  lives  of  the  people. 

We  urge  all  good  citizens  to  support  the  library  by  their  votes 
when  an  appropriation  is  asked  for,  and  by  donations  of  books  and 
periodicals.

To  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Norway  Public  Library: 


The  following  report,  for  the  year  ending  January  31st,  1902,  is 
most  respectfully  submitted. 

The  Norway  Public  Library  derives  its  financial  support  from  the 
following  sources,  to  wit.: — 

First. — The  annual  appropriation  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  of 
Norway. 

Second. — The  annual  stipend  received  from  the  State.  This  is 
computed  on  the  expenditures  of  the  library  for  the  previous  year. 

Third. — Fines  collected,  cards  and  catalogues  sold  by  the  librarian. 

Fourth. — Certain  funds  invested  as  follows.    In  1895-6  the  library 
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received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Hod.  Henry  M.  Bearce  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars.  By  the  terms  of  the  will  this  money  was 
intrusted  to  three  trustees,  appointed  by  the  Probate  Court,  by 
whom  it  was  invested  in  real  estate  mortgages  so  far  as  possible. 
Each  year  one  half  of  the  net  iucome  is  added  to  the  principal  ancl 
the  other  half  turned  over  to  the  library  to  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  books.  This  bequest  now  amounts  to  $1,219  77.  At  about  the 
same  time  there  was  bequeathed  to  the  library  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  by  the  late  L.  Ellen  Frost.  By  an  arrangement  made 
at  that  time  with  the  town  officers  this  sum  is  managed  by  the  mun- 
icipal officers,  who  turn  over  to  the  library  each  year  one  half  of  the 
net  income  of  the  fund.  It  is  supposed  to  be  invested  like  the 
Bearce  money  in  real  estate  mortgages.  The  exact  amount  of  this 
fuud  is  not  known,  as  no  report  is  at  hand,  but  must  have  increased 
to  an  amdunt  equal  to  the  amount  received  as  one  half  of  its  income, 
which  is|^venty-five  dollars.  During  the  present  year  the  executors 
of  the  estate  of  the  late  Sarah  D.  Hawkins  have  paid  to  the  trustees 
^oij^£  by  the  Probate  Court  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
|nt  has  also  been  invested  in  real  estate  mortgages.  One 
ft  income  will  annually  be  paid  to  the  library  and  the  other 
to  the  principal  sum.
